2. Claims 71-76,78-83 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 6/1 1/07. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species. A) 
The claimed conjugate (antibody/composition/kit) or a kit containing an unconjugated antibody 
and a cytotoxin or a kit containing an unconjugated antibody, cytotoxin and linker. 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species recite the mutually 
exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species are not obvious variants of 
each other based on the current record.
